Dear FRIEND :—The time to order plants is in April or May for spring setting. 
It takes 8712 plants 5x 1 to the acre. Several kinds set together do better than one 
variety set alone. We advise setting at least 3 or 4 kinds. Of the well tried kinds 
we recommend for early Michels Early, Beeder Wood and Van Deman; for mid- 
season, Lovett,.Haverland, Bubach, Splendid and Warfield; for late, Hureka, Edgar 
Queen, Timbrell and Parker Earle. Of the newer kinds, Rio, Belle, No Name, 
Brandywine, seem to be valuable. Itis best for beginners to leave the selection 
wholly to us, simply stating for what purpose wanted, etc. There are scores of good 
varieties and it is confusing to many. We pack plants in moss to go anywhere in 
safety ; have sent to England, Bermuda, Mexico, etc. When plants arrive, put them 
in a cool place at once ; remove from package, wet roots and trench in moist soil, 
water till they grow without wilting; keep in trenches till.ready to set out permanently.
